The charges together 
with the results of investigations 
conducted by the state department 
were ‘sent to the American board by 
Assistant Secretary of State Phil- 
lips.

The detailed charges, it was said, 
would not be made public by the 
state department, officials holding 
that the proper course would be to 
allow the mission board first to 
complete its investigations and make 
publie its findings. 

The state department, it Was 
learned, has been greatly disturbed 
by the pro-Bulgarian activities of 
‘certain American missionaries in 
Bulgaria. The conduct of these 
missionaries, officials have explain- 
ed, is difficult to restrain owing 
to the fact that the United States 
and Bulgaria were not at war. 
Moreover, it is said the mission- 
aries exerted every effort to pre- 
vent a rupture between th two 
countries. It i#known that one of 
the specific charges is that the 
missionaries used funds designed 
to aid war sufferers to further tha 


' cause of Bulgaria and indirectly the 


cause of her allies, Germany and 
Austria-Hungary. 

Political activities on the part of 
missionaries in northern Persia, as 
well as Bulgaria, are said to have 
compromised them with the two gov- 
ernments and have put the 
States to unusual embarrassment in 
correcting the evils they have 
worked. 

Unoffiical reports from the board's 
headquarters were said today to in- 
timate that severe’ disciplinary 
measures would be taken by the or- 
ganization if investigation confirms 
the charges filed. It has been hint- 
ed that several missionaries would 
be dismissed from the service.

Chicago, April 16.—Robert Sander- 
son McCormiek, American diplomat 
and father of United States Senator 
Medill McCormick, of Illinois, and 
Robert R. McCormick, one of the 
editors of The Chicago Tribune, died 
of pneumonia today at his home 
in Hinsdale, a suburb. Iil health 
which forced him to retire as United 
States ambassador to France in 1907, 
had been with him much of the time 
since. 

Mr. McCormick was born July 26, 
1849, in Rock Bridge county, Vir- 
ginia, the son of William 8S. Mec-

We do not pose as experts in the art. The only 
advice of “experts” given below is that in quota- 
tion marks, where the chairman of the Railroad 
Commission of Georgia quotes from the evidence 
offered by the Power Company’s engineers. Read 
it, and go register to vote for the bonds. 


During the month of March a Whitehall street store used 
6,730 K. W. H. of electric current for light. 


The bill was $222.90. 

If the store were in Seattle, the bill would have been $136.18. 

The bill for doing business a month in Atlanta was $86.72 
more than it would have been in Seattle. 


If March was an average month, the merchant’s annual elec- 
tric light bill for doing business in Atlanta will be $2,674.80, If 
he were in Seattle, it would be only $1,634.16, 


The merchant’s annual bill in Atlanta will be $1,040.64 more 
for lights than it would have been if he were in business in 
Seattle. 


Another store on Whitehall, paid for March a bill approxi- 
mately $400.00 for electric lights. In Seattle it would have been 
$254.24, or $145.76 less for the month. 


If the month is typical, the merchant’s annual bill for light 
in Atlanta will be $4,800.00. In Seattle it would be $3,050.88, or 
$1,749.12 less than in Atlanta. 

The names of the merchants are not given for obvious rea- 
sons. But you can verify the facts by taking your own bill and 
figuring it out. 

By the grace of the Railroad Commission of Georgia, in the 
face of a contract with the City of Atlanta that the highest rate 
for electric lights shall not exceed 7 cents per K. W, H., the 
Power Company is charging for commercial lighting with ten 
per cent off for prompt payment:

In spite of repeated published appeals, the average citizen, 
who enjoys that rate of 1.316 cents per K. W. H. has not ap- 
peared. But the Annual Report of the Publie Service Commis- 
sion of Los Angeles for the year ending June 30, 1918, has come. 

Rates have been lowered in that city. 

The merchant with the bill of $222.90 for light in Atlanta 
would have paid $156.94 in Los Angeles, a difference of $791.52 
in the year enjoyed by the merchant in Los Angeles, if the bill 
is an average one. 


The Atlantian who paid a bill of $400.00 for light in his store 
here, in Los Angeles would have paid only $236.19. In a year 
the difference would be $1,641.72, if the bill is the average. 

Recall that there are 3,545 commercial lighting customers in 
Atlanta and ask yourself: 

What does this difference mean to our city? 

Should our business men be called to carry this handicap? 

Should our people be so taxed? 


If you are not a user of light for commercial purposes, you have still to 
pay your part of this tax. It is included in every loaf of bread, every dress, 
every hat, suit of clothes and-every article sold in the city. 

The President of the Power Company says that the City should not 
spend $300,000.00 in equipping the crematory to generate electricity, until 
expert advice of engineers has been obtained. He is right. 

The Power Company knows the value of an engineer. 


When by permission of the Railroad Commission of Georgia, the 
Company was permitted to perpetrate the deal, from which both the Company 
and Atlanta are suffering today, the Chairman of the Commission in protest- 
ing against the proposed amount of stock, is reported to have said: 


“The estimated cost per horsepower installed is $93.00; the Commission 
authorized this capitalization at $136.00 per horsepower. These same expert 
engineers testified under oath that, on reasonable rates, these properties 
could, and would earn satisfactory returns on a capitalization of $300.00 per 
horsepower.” 

That is to say, if the advice of “the expert engineers” of the Power 
Company were correct, the money outlay to install a 100,000 horsepower 
plant would have been $9,300,000.00, but the modest suggestion was added 
in effect that the public would be prepared to pay as if $30,000,000.00 had 
been invested. . 

The Power Company’s President says that the company has spent 
$17,000,000.00 and can produce only 100,000 horsepower. 

Which estimate of the Power Company’s engineers was correct, that as 
to the cost of $93.00 per horsepower, or the one concerning the possibility 
of making the public pay as if $300.00 per horsepower had been invested. 

Is it possible that both estimates were ‘wrong? 


Rest assured that, if mistakes were made, they will not be repeated by 
the men who design and build Atlanta’s plant. 

No one connected with the City Government would be willing for the 
City to think that it had invested $300.00 where only $93.00 had been spent. 
Neither would the Power Company, nor its engineers. Nor would anyone

While the question of teachers’ salaries is not the paramount issue 
at the present moment, as some of our worthy citizens would have 
the voters believe, it is a question of sufficient importance for the 
Public to be told the whole truth about it. 

It is a significant fact that the opponents of the tax increase were’

should have been, by 12 instead of 9.

show that our teachers are, after all, getting just about what they 
are worth, considering the short working hours and five working 


True, there was a time, some decades ago, when the teacher kept 
School only a part of the year, when his crops did not require his 
attention; and even today, in many rural communities, school is simply 
Doubtless, some of our worthy citizens who are now 
fighting the tax increase received their early training under this type 
of instructor; and it is not at all unlikely that their attitude toward 
our schools and teachers today is due as much to the lack of trained 
teachers during their youthful days as to the fact that they have been 
too busy during recent years studying questions of high finance to 
keep up with the educational progress of the world. 

We have no wish to depreciate the value of the old-field school. 
There were some splendid teachers in those pioneer days; and some 
of our greatest men received their youthful training under the roof 
of a little log schoolhouse; but that type of school can no more com- 
Dare with the modern educational institution of today than the old 
Stage coach can compare with the fast express as a means of travel. 
Of course, a fast express costs more money than the old stage coach; 
but it is worth the money. Nobody doubts that. 
It costs money, 
and the child who fails to receive his share of it is handicapped 


The principal factor in modern education is the trained teacher. 
She spends from thirteen to sixteen years or more in expensive prep- 
aration for her work; and naturally cannot afford to accept a part- 
time job. She must live twelve months in the year, and she therefore 
demands twelve months’ pay. The pronoun “‘she” is used because about 
95 per cent of all the teachers in the United States are women; but all 
the facts apply equally to men teachers, 

Of course, it is possible to secure the services of people who will 
work in the classroom for nine months or less. Many of them will 
even work by the day, five hours per day. 
The city pays them from $1.50 to $2.50 


But these are not trained teachers who have gone into the work 
seriously, and who expect to make a respectable livelihood out of it. 
These people are merely addirg to their regular incomes by doing 


There are no serious workers in any line of business or profes- 
sional work today who will choose an occupation that will support 
them only nine months in the year. The reasons for this are so obvious 


Now, as to our Atlanta teachers: 

They are employed by the board of education for twelve months 
fim the year, and are at all times subject to the orders of the board, 
whether the month be January or July; whether the day be Monday 
or’Saturday;: whether the hour be S a. m. or 4 p. m. 

The teaching hours average five hours per day for five days, 
which is just about half the wsual number of actual working hours, 
Frequently the number of working hours runs up to fourteen or six- 
teen per day. The true teacher’s work, like the mother’s work, is 
néver done; because she is dealing with children, whose needs are 80 
varied and whose probicms are so numerous that there can never be @ 
finished day’s work. There is always something more to be done for 


Those who would have our citizens think that the teachers work 
only five hours per day for five days per week surely cannot know 
that these are merely the hours of instruction; and that every after- 
noon and every night and frequently until far into the night—the 
teacher is planning her next day’s work; going over carefully the 
written work of her pupils, grading and correcting and criticising; 
writing notes to parents about individual problems concerning their 
children; doing the vast amount of clerical work that the present-day 
school system demands of the teacher; making out records and cards 
that must be kept for each pupil; planning for the various schoo] and 
community activities that are now a part of modern educational] life, 
attending committee meetings and normal classes in the afternoons 
visiting the library for the purpose of doing the 
research work required by supervisors; or attending classes for special 
instruction by supervisors; and whenever a Sunday comes when the 
teacher can take a full day to rest, she marks that day with a cross 


There nre two classes of working women that will never be 
reached by the eight-hour day law—the mother and the teacher. 

A bank closes its doors at 2 o’clock; but that does not mean that 
the day’s work is over for its employees, The school closes its doors 
at 2 o'clock; but that does not mean that the day’s work is over for 


The city gives those faithful and efficient employees, the firemen, 
évery fourth day to be at home with their families; but would anyone 
think of suggesting that, since they are off duty one-fourth of the 
time, they should receive pay for only three-fourths of a year, or nine 
months? Yet, that would be no more unfair or unjust than to suggest 
that, since the teachers are engaged jn the work of instruction for 
only thirty-six weeks in the year, 


In the 1918 report of the Salt Lake City schools, we find the fol- 


“During a part of every year the teacher needs to shift her 
activities and interests to an environment away from the classroom, 
When she is before her class, she 


is laboring directly for the school; when she is at study or traveling, 
she jis indirectly striving toward the same end. During twelve months 
the conscientious teacher is working for the school; during twelve 
months she is entitled to a living wage.”

mier Confirming Belief 
That Peace Negotiations 
Near End. 


New York, Apfil 16.—The obvious 
factor in the further advance of 
quoted values on the stock exchange 
today was the speech in commons of 
the British premier, which confirm- 
ed the opinion prevalent in financial 
circles that the peace negotiations 
were nearing their conclusion. 

Other events of the session, which

Prot. Stephens Dies 
After Going to Funeral 
Of Mrs. Phoebe Hearst 


San Francisco, April 16.—Profes- 
sor Henry Morse Stephens, of the 
University of California, prominent 
educator and author, dropped dead 
at the union ferry depot here to- 
day after attending the funeral of 
Mrs. Phoebe A. Hearst. He was ac- 
tive in war work and was called to 
Washington in connection with it 

Professor Stephens was born in 
Edinburgh, Scotland, October 3, 
1857. He received degrees from 
Halleybury college, England, his 
alma mater, and Balliol college, 
Oxford, and prominent universities 
in the United States. 

Professor Stephens was the au- 
thor of several histories, including 


those of the French revolution, Por- 


tugal and India He was a con- 
tributor to the Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica and the dictionary of national 
biography. 

Professor Stephens came to the 
University of California in 1902 as 
head of the department of history, 
after having served in the chair 
of modern European and European 
history in Cornell university since 
1894. He was a former president 
of the American Historical associa- 
tion.

T0 RECOVER $09,000 


Macon, Ga., April 16.—(Spectal.) 
Alleged transactions of Frank Scar- 
boro, a broker of Tifton, who dis- 
appeared several months ago leav- 
ing behind obligations said to total 
$300,000, were thrown into court 
here today when suits were filed in 
the United States district court by

Camiocetti, $10,000; the First Na- 
tional bank, of Aberdeen, $10,000, 
and the Commercial Trust company, 
of Hagerstown, $20,000. The suits 
are directed against the county 
commissioners of Laurens county, 
who are alleged by the plaintiffs to 
have permitted Scarboro to float the 
notes for them. 

It is understood here the county 
commissioners of Laurens claim 
they only authorized Scarboro to 
borrow $75,000 for them and that no 
amount above that sum was se- 
cured by county warrants and that 
the discounting of any other amount 
was fraudulent. They claim they 
have paid the $75,000 which they au- 
thorized and are not liable for any 
additional sum.

RAIL ADMINISTRAT 
CONTINUES ITS BUYING 


Chicago, April 16.—Walker D. 
Hines, director general of railroads, 
addressing the National Lumber 
Manufacturers’ association today, 
said he wanted to make it clearly 
understood that although he had 
refused to accept the schedule of 
Steel prices recently announced 
after conferences of the federal in- 
dustrial board and representatives 
of the steel industry, the railroad 
administration was going ahead 
making its necessary purchases in 
every line of industry. 

The statement was called forth 
by R. A. Long, of Kansas City, who, 
with other members of the associa- 
tion, discussed with Mr. Hines the 
refusal to approve the steel prices. 
Mr. Long said that the position of 
the railroad administration had led 
the public to believe the prices were 
not low enough and that when peo- 
ple held up improvments awaiting 
lower prices the result would be the 
damming up of business. 

“The government has obligated 
itself to keep up the scale of main- 
tainance equal to that during the 
test period before the war,” said 
Mr. Hines. 

“The result is that we will have 
to buy more material and have to 
do more work than the railroads 
would do under private manage- 
ment.” 

The director general discussed the 
Situation freely, refusing to recede 
from his position. His approval of 
the prices, he said, would be in 
effect an indorsement to the Ameri- 
can public that the rices were 
fair. He refused to take any such 
responsibility because he had not 
been convinced that the prices were 
as low as they should be. 

Mr. Hines, however, accepted a 
suggestion that the public should 
Know, which several speakers said 
it did not know, that the railroads 
were going ahead buying supplies, 
The director general said that the 
importance of a public statement of 
policy with respect to purchases had 
been emphasized and added, “I shall 
be glad to consider the form and 
manner in which that ought to be 
made, because I can see the point.” 

The discussion started when Mr. 
Long, after receiving permission 
from Mr. Hines to question him, 
asked: 

“How do we know. or. rather, 
more directly, how does Mr. Hines 
know that the price as applied to 
steel products is not a reasonable 
price? 

“The industrial board, the major- 
ity of it, believed that the steel in- 
terests would not make any lower 
prices,’’ said Mr. Hines. “That was 
the real fact of it, not that the in- 
dustrial board was not disappointed 
with those prices, but it believed 
the steel interests would not make 
any lower prices and therefore it 
came to those prices.” 

Mr. Longe said he thought the di- 
rector general's attitude had “left 
the impression throughout the coun- 
try that these prices were unrea- 
sonably high and hence you were 
not going to buy,” he added. 

‘We will never get on 
basis as prevailed before the war 
during your lifetime or my life- 
time, and I doubt if it ever comes. 
And so, if we can get away from 
comparing prices with those that 
have gone before, it seems to me 
we will be looking at things in a 
different way.”

AMERICAN FARMERS 
BUY CANADIAN LAND 


Winnipeg, Man., April 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—American farmers are com- 
ing to Canada to invest their large 
farming profits of recent years. 
Dearth of much good raw land in 
the United States and the prodigal 
supply in Canada, together with at- 
tractive terms of purchase, are the 
contributing cause to this movement 
of American farmer financiers. This 
does not mean that they are sacri- 
ficing their American holdings, but 
that they are reinvesting their large 


profits from crops and the rise in | 


land values in more land. 


Lysle Abbott, of Omaha, has ar- | 
| ranged for a special train from Min- 
| neapolis and St. Paul to carry Amer- 


ican farmers through the Canadian 
prairie lands they propose to pur- 
chase. -Mr. Abbott has personally 
deposited $10,000 with a local trust 
company as first payment on 15,000 
acres of well-watered prairie land 
on the Soo line between Weyburn 
and Estevan, Saskatchewan. 

This investing movement of 
American farmers bears out a re- 
cent statement made by Arthur 
Reynolds, vice president of the Con- 
tinental and Commercial National 
bank, and president of the Conti- 
nental and Commercial Trust and 
Savings bank, of Chicago. 

“Towa farmers,” said Mr. Rey- 
nolds, “are borrowing money on 
their farm lands, and combining it 
with profits, to finance operations 
in other states and other nations. 
They are discharging old obliga- 
tions, incurring new ones, carrying 
and paying them with their tremeg- 
dous farm profits. . 

“The profits of all the big cor- 
porations, tremendous as that is, 
does not compare with the profit 
made by the farmer in the increased 
value of his land and his crops,”’ 
said Mr. Reynolds. “They have made 
lots of money and are investing it 
in the big business they wunder- 
stand.” 

With farm land in the middle 
western states of the Union at a 
premium, the American farmer is 
turning to Canada, where he is able 


to purchase good land at a low fig- | 


ure, upon favorable terms and with 
title guaranteed. 

Confirming and supplementing Mr. 
Reynolds’ statement, Scott Meservey, 
president of the Bankers’ Mortgage 
company, of Des Moines, declared: 

“Towa farmers are continually 


borrowing money, to increase their | 


production and to increase their 


land holdings, and their profits are | 
so large that foreclosure is prac- | 


ticallv unknown. The farmer knows 
that good land is his best asset.” 


Engineer Gets Mistrial 
For a Railroad Wreck 
That Killed 82 Persons 


Gary, Ind., April 16.—Disagree- 
ment of the jury resulted today at 
the trial of Alonzo Sargent, engi- 
neer of the Michigan Central rail- 


road train, which on June 21, 1918, 
crashed into a circus train near this 
city. Eighty-two people were kill- 
ed and about a hundred hurt in 
the wreck, and Sargent was charged 
with murder. 

At the trial Abbott Harrington, 
fireman on the empty troop train, 
which Sargent was piloting, testi- 
fied that the signals were faulty. 
Sargent himself admitted on the 
stand that he had dozen in the 
cab, but pleaded that he had 
been on continuous duty for 
twenty-three hours. The prose- 
cuting authorities have announced 
that a new trial will be started.
